THE FEELING ABOUT RESUMPTION. 
The drift of business opinion on the sub- 
ject of resumption is indirectly shown by 
the efforts of public men who opposed it 
now to reconcile its accomplishment with 
their own views. Judge Ke.uzy’s eagerness 
to advertise his change of position was one 
of many illustrations of the fact that pro- 
fessed leaders of public opinion usually are 
its servile followers. They were’ Anti- 
resumptionists as long as that attitude 
seemed to be popular; they are now anxious 
to prove that their objections were confined 
to particular methods, and that these hav- 
ing been modified, they are in harmony with 
the Treasury policy. The circumstance 
really has no significance except as confir- 
matory of the impression produced upon the 
classes that care little for ordinary politics. 
In this light it is useful. ' When the finan- 
cial demagogues moderate their tone, and 
try to find excuses for an abandonment of 
aggressive tactics, we may be quite sure 
that popular feeling runs in the right dirse- 
tion. : 
And a mass of concurrent testimony, 
reaching us through the mails, justifies 
this conclusion. From various important 
centres, we have newspaper reports of iz- 
terviews with resident business men of all 
shades of politics. Nearly uniformly the 
utterances are brief. The merchant, the 
banker, the lawyer pauses a moment to 
catch the inquiry of the ubiquitous reporter, 
and concentrates his answer into a single 
sentence, To say that there is unanimity 
would be to overstate the case. We-should 
doubt the fidelity of the news-gatherer if 
all the sayings he records were conceived in 
the same vein. It is not discouraging, 
therefore, to find a Cincinnati druggist re- 
marking that he ‘‘does not believe in te- 
sumption ; does not like the idea of going to 
New-York for gold,”—for the exception adds 
strength to the rule. That rule is as marked 
as it well could be. In all forms of business 
we trace, as the prevailing characteristic, 
a hopeful spirit, aud a reliance upon. re- 
sumption as an indication of the reeupera- 
tive forees almost everywhere at work. 
Among Republicans there is a not unrea- 
sonable inclination to rejoice at the triumph 
of what to all intents and purposes is the 
Republican policy; but we must do'the in- 
terviewed Democrats the justice of admit- 
ting that, speaking generally, they do not

Afew general ideas pervade all the in- 
terviews.

THE CENSUS OF 1880. 

The bill introduced into the House on 
Tuesday by Mr. Cox, of New-York, brings 
before Congress none too early an impor- 
tant subject which should be attended to 
this session, if the ends which the proposed ‘ 
legislation - has in view -are likely to be 
reached. The next Federal census must 
be taken under the existing law unless a 
new statute for that purpose is passed be- 
fore the 1st of next January. To leave the 
subject for the hasty consideration which it 
must necessarily receive between the meet- 
ing 6f Congress in December and the ad- 
journment for the holidays will be toogreat 
a tisk to inour in a matter of such impor- 
tance. The defects ofthe law of 1850 under 
which the last three censuses have been 
taken, are notorious, and its repeal or radi- 
cal amendment have been urged repeatedly | 
and forcibly. Some of its evils were 
avoided in the taking of the last census by 
the efforts of Gen. Francis A. WALKER, 
whose Vigilant and: skillful supervision se- 
cured for the results of that.enumeration a 
degree of completeness and accuracy far 
beyond that of any preceding census, But 
no one was more frank than Superintendent 
Walker in admitting and pointing out the 
shortcomings of the ninth census, which 
were chiefly due to the defects in the exist- 
ing -law, which nothing but legislation 
could remedy, It now becomes the duty 
of Congress to see that another census shall 
not be taken under the old system, which 
has been so generally condemned by those 
who best understand the subject, and to 
pass a law which shall embody the best 
features of European censuses and the 
suggested improvements on which publicists 
agree. 

One of the worst features of the present 
law is that of protracted enumeration. In 
1870 the canvassers were allowed from the 
1st of June until the 10th of September in 
which to make the returns of population, 
and the Secretary of the Interior was 
authorized to extend the time until the 1st 
of October. The enumeration, therefore, 
might be prolonged through about 100 
days. It is absurd to suppose that any- 
thing like the real number of inhabitants 
ean. be ascertained under such cireum- 
stances, At best but an approximation to 
aceutacy can be expected, which, in many 
eases, will be about as valuable as a guess, 
for statistical purposes. Especially in large 
cities, where a large proportion of the peo- 
ple live in boarding-houses and are con- 
stantly moving from one place to another, 
and where frequent removals of private 
familiés are common, a protracted enume- 
ration will give but an estimate of the 
population. In Great Britain, and in most 
Continental countries, the enumeration is 
made in a single day by the use of ‘ prior 
schedules,” or printed blanks, which are 
distributed among families, and, after 
being filled out on a named day, are 
collected by the census agents. This 
plan not only - effects a» great 
saving of time and money, but. expe- 
rience has proved that it is the only method 
yet devised by which a satisfactory degree 
of accuracy can be attained. It has led to

towns should they reach this limit. This 
important matter should no longer be left 
in the hands of United States Marshals, who 
are too often influenced by personal or po- 
litieal considerations to make the subdi- 
visions as large as possible. The bill intro- 
duced by Mr, Cox is intended to prevent the 
abuses which are likely to arise from this 
source. By providing for the appointment. 
of one or more general shpervisors of the 
census in each State and Territory, it will 
properly strip the United Stated Marshals 
of the powers and duties hitherto vested 
them. tee 
Another jmportant provision of the pro- 
posed bill is that which is intended to’ se- 
cure, as far as possible, the advantages of # 
quinguennial census. Some States of Eu- 
rope také censuses every five years, and 
others as often as once in three years. 
advantages of enumerations at short inter- 
valsare acknowledged. But in the United 
States there are serioug obstacles in the way 
of taking Federal censuses oftener than 
once in ten years. Nearly all of the States, 
however, make enumerstions more or less’ 
complete in the intervals between the na- 
tional censuses. If every State will adopt 
the schedules of the General Government, 
and collect and publish the same classes of 
statistied every fifth year after the Federal 
enumeration, the results will be compara- 
ble with those of the Federal census, and 
will practically afford a quinquennial cen- 
sus. For the advantages which will be 
secured in this way to the country at large, 
Mr. Cox proposes that the General Govern- 
ment shall bear a part of the expense of 
taking the census in each State.

CITY AND COUNTY DEBIS IN NEW- 
JERSEY. 

Gov. MoCLELLAN, of New-Jersey, in his 
annual Message to the Legislature next 
week, proposes to devote considerable at- 
tention to the subject-of municipal indebt- 
edness in that State. It is one of grave in- 
terest to the tax-payers, and has not re- 
ceived the intelligent consideration its im- 
portance merits at the hands of the Legisla- 
turé, In fact, so far from passing any gen- 
eral laws prohibiting the increase of debt, 
that body has shown the greatest liberality 
in authorizing the indefinite extension of 
existing municipal debts and the issue of 
new borids for all sorts of purposes. Bonds 
may be issued for arrears of taxes, for street 
assessments, to. fund floating debts, for 
street improvements, for building bridges 
and county buildings, for water-works, for 

‘public roads, for school-houses, for the pur- 
hase of steam fire-engines, and for almost 
every other purpose of municipal adminis- 
| tration. A law of the State requires annual 
reports to be made to the Controller. of all 
county, city, township, and other local in- 
debtedness ; but the law has always. been 
‘@ dead letter, and there are no official: and 
comprehensive statistics on the subject. 
To ascertain the facts, Gov. MoCLELLAN has 
applied to the local authorities for informa-. 
tion on the subject, and will probably pre- | 
sent some interesting tables in his fortheom- 
ing Message.
